Bradley, cashier of the Merchants’ National 
Bank, is said tohave been under surveil- 
lance of officers since yesterday. He is 
charged with embezzlement. The loss may 
reach $100,000. | 

The president of the bank issued a card 
this afternoon, saying that certain igregu-

cashier and teller; that there will probably 
be considerable loss to the bank which will 
not, however, impairits capital. The presi- 
dent subsequently said he did not think the 
surplus fund of the bank ($100,000) would 
be lost, and hoped the shortage would not 
exceed half that amount. 

It is understood that Teller Palmer is in 
terested in the manufacture of a patent 
medicine, and one story current is to the 
effect that he borrowed money to the ex- 
tent of his business, and being unable 
meet payment, tided the matter over by 
discounting notes for the parties of whom 
he had borrowed the money.

Arrangements Completed for Begin- 
ning Its Construction. 

New Yorks, May 24.—-| By the Associated 
Press.| The Nicaragua Canal Company 
announces that the steamship Alvena, to 
sail for Greytown, Nicaragua, at noon May 
25th, will carry about fifty men and a 
quantity of implements and stores for the 
Nicaragua Canal Construction Company. 
being the pioneer expedition for commence- 


Inter-oceanic Canal. Similar consign- 
ments of men and materials for the prose- 
cution of the work will follow one another 
at short intervals.
